As an ingredient 
of cleansing solution and a vehicle 
for holding tanning extract, the 
leather and tanning industry finds it 


particularly useful. 

Corn starch is an ingredient of some 
explosives and the raw material in 
others, used in foundry work, and 
as an dressing to quicken the 
settling of ore. Even the everyday 
match owes something to the farmer, 
for corn starch is frequntly used as a 
binder in the composition of the head 
of the match. It is used in rayon 
manufacture, by the tobaceo trade as 
an agent to hold moisture, and soap 
stock, a fatty acid from corn oil, is 
used in the soap industry, 

Apart from the everyéay household 
use of corn meal, starch and syrup, 
at least 15 processing and manufac- 
turing industries use corn or products 
derived from its manufacture, in less- 
er or greater degree, which indicates 
the jinter-dependence of agriculture 
and industry.

CANADA TO GO A-BORROWING? 


Britain’s dollar crisis has raised in 
Ottawa the burning question of 
whether or not Canada may have to 
seek a dollar loan in the United 
States within the next six months. 

A few months ago such a prospect 
was brushed aside as very remote. 
Now, reports The Financial Post, it 
looms as highly possible. | 

Reason for this view is roughly 
this: That Canada’s own dollar pos- 
ition is not immediately urgent but 
will become very urgent at or about 
the turn o fthe year. In short. we 
have perhaps another four ar five: 
months “grace” before we must face 
the sort of emergency which confronts 
Great Britain today.

Designed to provide a better under- 
standing of how the childhood disease 
of poliomyelitis is spread, a new re 
search project financed by Canada’s 
life insurance companies, is now une 
der way, according to an announce 
ment by J. K. MacDonald, chairman of 
the health committee of the Canadian 
Life Insurance Officers Association. 

Study will be made of the early 
clinical evidences of poliomyelitis and 
of the signs of abortive poliomyelitis 
as well as an investigation into the 
hygenic conditions of homes of 
patients treated during the course of 
this study. Abortive poliomyelitis is 
the condition where the symtoms of 
the disease occur but where there is 
no paralysis.

Subsidy payments are 25c a bushel 
on purchases of all grades of barley 
and on purchases of wheat having a | 
value equal to or less than 4 northern. 
The subsidy oats is 10e a bushel on 


These subsidies are payable by the 
government to stock and poultry feed- 
ers who purchase wheat, oats or bar- 
ley tor their requirements. While it 
applies to feeders in all Canadian 
provinces, it is of greatest interest to 
those in Ontario, Quebec and British | 
Columbia, who are large purchasers 
of western feed grains,

Poultry producers who are planning 
to carry ove) of last years birds 
for breeders or as layers for another 
year are advised by C. W. Traves, 
Poultry Commissioner, to start the 
hens on a moult. Egg prices 
will be going up 5 cents per Gozen on 
September the first s0 the sooner the 
old birds throuxh the moult and 
into production the better. The period 
of forced moulting provides a splendid 
opportunity to clean, disinfect, and 
“rest” the laying houses before the 
pullets and forced moulted hens are 
put in. 

Forced moulting is becoming quite 
a popular practice and is one of the 
simplest of poultry chores. Provision

should be made for open range shel- 
ters sufficient for the number of hens 
to be moulted. These should be 


thoroughly disinfected and wWhitewash- 
ed and moved on good pasture ft 
possibie. The laying flock are then 
carefully culled and the hens to be 
forced moulted, placed in the range 
shelters. For the first four or five 
days only fresh water and pasture 
should be supplied Following this 
good quality whole oats, grit, and shell 
should be fed for to or three weeks 
At the end of this time an ample sup- 
Ply of Javine mash is provided. Pro 
duction will practically stop during | 
the first week. From then on the 
birds must have an ample supply of 
fresh water and feed. | 

As the hens are completing the | 
moult and showing signs of coming | 
into the lay, they should be culled | 
each week and the more advanced | 
birds put nto the laving quarters un- 
til all the best of them are in. Those 
that did not come through the forced | 
moult in perfect condition should be 
marketed.

EFFECTS OF 2, 4-D ON CEREAL 
GRAINS 

Considerable publicity is being given 
to and interest shown in 2, 4-D as a 
weed killer. which many persons mis- 
takenly regard as the perfect weed) 
killer. In spite of all the wonderful 
things that might be said about 2, 4-D, 
it cannot be callel the perfect weed 
«xiller. For certain uses, such as kill- 
ing dandelions in lawns, if precautions | 
are taken, it is incomparable. For 
weed control in growing crops of 
cereal grains, care should be used in 
its application. 

The Dominion Experimental Statfon 
at Scott, Sask., has now two years of 
experimental evidence on its use in 
growing crops of cereal grains. In 
these experiments, various formula- 
tions were used at different strengths. 
In all cases it was found that the low- 
est concentrations of all formulations | 
resulted in almost a complete kill of 


annual weeds i nhe growing cereal | 
crops. 
The spraying took place in early 


just before the grain had headed. With 
the amounts used the only formula- 
tions which appeared to affeet wheat | 
were the various esters. The main 
effect consisted of twisted and abnor- 
mal appearing heads and maturity be- 
ing slightly retarded. However, seed | 
from these abnormal appearing heads, | 
when seeded, germinated norinally 
and failed to produce any off-types

Since drying kills both the Saw-fly 
grub and Grasshopper eggs, 1t is im- 
portant that the work be done as 
shallow as possible to dry out the top 
soil. Farly work in a dry season re- 
sults in a high percentage of destruc- 
tion of both pests The loosening of 
the top soil also discourages further 
laying of eggs by grasshoppers. which
